8. Appeal to Student Request Committee decison 


There was a discussion concerning the transfer of credits, whereby 
students are permitted to take courses at another university provided 
they are not given at Concordia. Problems arise frequently in the 

Art History Department. Dean Emery pointed out that it is not rare for 
a French student to enroll in a Studio course but can't manage an Art 
History course in English, so the student takes a course they are not 
really interested in at another university, but which is not offered 
here. 

There were various points brought out such as the three-year projection 
of courses which will help alleviate this situation. Presently, 10% 

to 12% of the courses in Art History are offered in French. Suggestions 
brought forward were; a) to have a quota system b) study each case 
separately c) leave the decision up to the Chair. or d) have the student
